Cites Poor Health 
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Carter to Quit 
Glades Central 


Principal Roy F. Carter, who 
has guided Glades Central High 
School through three years as the 
consolidated high school in the 
Belle Glade area, is quitting his 
position. 

Carter, citing poor health as 
his major reason, is being 
reassigned as program specialist 
in the county's Migrant Educa- 
lion program. 


“I've had some bad health 
this past year,” Carter said 
Tuesday, "and I asked Dr. 
(School Superintendent Joseph) 
Carrol and Mr. (West Area 
Superintendent James) Maynor 
two months ago for reassign- 
ment." 

Carroll was to have recom- 
mended Carter for the migrant 
education position during a Palm 
Beach County School Board 
meeting Wednesday evening at 
Lake Shore Junior High School. 


Carter said he didn't want to 
leave the Glades area and he 
originally asked for a position as 
principal of an elementary school 
in the area, which wouldn't carry 
with it the stress in his current 
position, but there were none 
open. 

He said he was informed the 
program specialist position was 
open and he applied for it and 
had been imformed by Carroll 
and Maynor that he could have 
it.

county. Carter said, “but I'll be 
based out here. Then, when an 
elementary position opens, I'll 
ask for it. 

Carroll said Tuesday he has 
been satisfied with Carter's 
performance at Glades Central 
and stressed the move is being 
made at. Carter's own request. 

“Не was recommended as 
principal for next year to the 
School board by me," Carroll 
said, “but he's asked for this new 
position and he's qualified for it 
so I'm recommending tomorrow 
night the school board make the 
reassignment. 

"I'm very sorry it happened,” 
he said, “but he said he was 
under doctor's orders to get into 
something without the stress of 
the job he now has. 

"It's a very strenuous job,” 
Carroll said. Sometimes I don't 
believe most people realize the 
pressure on a high school 
principal today. 

As an indication of how 
strenuous the job is, Carroll said 
that within the past three and a 
half years, there has been an 80 
per cent turnover in principals of 
high school in the county. 

During that same time, there 
has been a 50 per cent turnover 
among middle school principals 
and only a 20 per cent turnover in 
elementary school principals. 


"I've been asked by several 
people if this is political," Carter 
said, referring to a current suit 
against the school board by Lake 
Shore Junior High Principal 
Charles McCurdy, “but it isn't. 
It's because of health.” 

Carroll said he was in U. S. 
District Judge Norman Roet- 
tger's court Tuesday morning in 
an attempt to maintain a stay 
while the court's previous order 
to replace Carter with McCurdy 
is under appeal in the U. S. Fifth 
Circuit Court in New Orleans. 

The district court.had ordered 
the school board to install 
McCurdy as principal on grounds 
the board was practicing racial 
discrimination when McCurdy 
was passed over twice for the 
principal's position. 

McCurdy was principal of the 
former Lake Shore High School! 
at the time it was merged with 
the old Belle Glade High School 
in 1970. 

Belle Glade High principal 
Pellon Morris resigned his job as 
principal of the school at that 
time and Martin Gold was named 
the first Glades Central principal 
while McCurdy was named to 


principal of the Lake Shore 
annex. A 
Gold was transferred to 


Suncoast High School for the 
1971-72 school year and Carter 
was named to replace him while 
McCurdy was named principal of. 


Take Shore Júnior High School. 


McCurdy filed suit in October 
1973 that he was passed over 
twice by the board because of 
racial discrimination. 

Carroll said that while it was 
true no blacks have been named 
principal of Glades Central or 
Pahokee High Schools, he feels 
the court should look at the 
county as a whole, pointing out 
blacks have been assigned as 
principals of other schools, in 
some cases, predominately white 


high schools. 

"This is a matter of 
competence, not racial discrimi- 
nation," Carroll said. “Being 


principal of a senior high school 
in these times is a whole new ball 
game and it's a lot more 
difficult.“ 

Among those appearing in 
court Tuesday to testify for 
McCurdy was Belle Glade City 
Commissioner William Grear and 
Mrs. Ida Mizell, who brought in 
a petition signed by people 
wanting McCurdy named princi- 
pal of Glades Central. 

But if McCurdy gets the job, 
it will apparently have to be 
through court action. 

Carroll said he is withholding 
action to replace Carter sending 
Judge Roettger's decision. 

He is now setting. up 
interviews with applicants but he 
said he has no intention of 
assigning the post to McCurdy.

A recent news release 
advised erroneously of a lifting 
of bag limits in Palm Beach 
County, whieh is not affected 
by the order. 

The bag limits in Palm Beach 
County remain at ten per day 
for largemouth Florida Bass,” 
and fifty per day for bluegills, 
shellerackers and other pan- 
fish. 

A150 pound maximum 
poundage limit, and the 
exception of speckled perch 
from the bag limit suspension 
is in effect to aid in the control 
of illegal sales of gamefish on 
the commercial market. 

The emergency order placed 
in effect to permit fishermen to 
harvest fish which аге 
otherwise likely to die as a 
result of decreased oxygen 
levels in the lower waters.

About Their Job 


LAKE CITY-Personnel of 
the Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission are so often 
called upon to perform tasks 
associated with the various 
forms of wildlife that hardly 
anything is considered unusual. 
One such recent event, 
however, caused Wildlife Bio 
logist Frank Smith to at least 
pause and scratch his head 
momentarily. 

The rather interesting event 
began to unfold when Smith 
received a phone call from the 
Owens-Illinois Timber Com- 
pany that one of their 
employees had brought in a 
doe deer that had been caught 
in a barbwire fence and was 
badly injured.

Smith “said similar occur- 
rences with livestock were 
probably commoriplace to most 
veterinarians but this was a far 
different experience from his 
usual examinations into the 
various deer carcasses he 
comes in contact. with. 
Two days after their birth, 
the tiny buck and doe fawns 
are progressing satisfactorily 
and are "in charge" of the 
Couch household. Smith said 
that as soon as the twins were 
able to care for themselves, an 
attempt would be made to 
return them to the woods in 
their natural environment.
